Court Upholds 
Election on 
Parking Meters 


Little Rock, March 10 (/P)— The 


Arkansas Supreme Court t o d a y 
held that the Harrison City Coun- escap 
cil had followed the law in setting d'ers. 
a special election which resulted in 
approva of parking meters. 


The decision reversed 
a ruling 


of the Boone Circuit Court. 


The case started when L e w i s 


Dqwell ofijiear Harrison refused to 
pay a parking meter fee and' was 
fined in Mayor's court. 


On appeal, the 
Boone Circuit 


Court said the state law. had not 
been followed in the ordinance call- 
ing for the election. It 
overruled 


the mayor's court and 
dismissed 


the charge against Dowcll.
